It is obſervable, that cancerous 8 
ſeated on the Side of the Breaſt inclining 


towards the Arm- pit, or on the upper 
Part of the Breaſt, near the Clavicle, are, 
in general, painful in their earlieſt State, in- 


ſomuch, that when no larger than a com- 
mon Nut, they frequently give the Patient 


| more Uneafinefs, than other Tumours, that 


are as large as an Orange, ſituated in diffe- 


tent Parts of the Breaſt . Theſe painful 


Tumours ſooner terminate in Cancers, 


and adhere to the ſubjacent Parts, than 


others, ſituated in the Middle of the 


ſtance of the Breaſt, near the Bottom, or 


on the Side next the other Breaſt, which 


are ſeldom attended with much Pain, till 


they become truly cancerous ||. Some of 
theſe latter have been known to remain in- 
dolent for a Length of Years: But theſe 
Caſes are too uncommon to be depended on. 


| Many of theſe Tumours, in their early 
TR, ſubmit to reſolvent Methods, joined 


to o ſuch ee Medicines, as are beſt ap-

But when theſe Tumours have been too 
long neglected or improperly treated, the 
Veſſels, from over Diſtenſion, loofe their 
elaſtic Power; the Circulation is impeded, 
the Juices are inſpiſſated, and thoſe delicate 


Tubuli acquire, as it were, a griſtly or carti- 


laginous Conſiſtence. Thoſe Means, which 


before might, perhaps, have eaſily reſtored 
the Part to its natural State, will now be 


ineffectual; even the moſt ſubtle, penetrating 


Applications will not be able to force their 


Way through thoſe complex Ramifications, 


which compoſe and are inſeparable from 


glandular Subſtances. 
From hence the Tumours incrands; in Size, 


contract a truly ſehirrous Hardneſs, accom- 


panied ſometimes with ſhooting and prick- 


ing Pains, and are in the utmoſt Danger of 
becoming confirmedly cancerous. In this 


State little Advantage is to be expected from 


a Perſeverance in reſolvent Methods; but, 
on the contrary, much is to be feared from 


the Activity and Malignity of the Diſeaſe, 
which, if communicated to the neighbour- 
ing Parts, may foon render it incurable. 
It very rarely happens, that a true Schir- 
rous, grown to the Size of an Hen's Egg, 
will admit of Reſolution, altho', there are 


frequent Inſtances of indolent Tumours re-

Giving of more conſiderable Size, which 
have been ſuppoſed to have obtained a ſchir- 
rous State; but theſe Caſes afterward de- 
monſtrate, by the Flaccidity of the Veſſels, 
that the Tone of them was not loſt, as it * 
in thoſe truly ſchirrous · . 5 
Prognoſtics drawn from the Galen of the 
Integuments are often fallacious: In ulce- 
rated Cancers, even in their laſt Stages, there 
_ ſometimes appears only a little Redneſs round 
the Edges of the Sore; and in common 
Abſceſſes, the Breaſts are overſpread'with a 
fiery Redneſs, which diſappears almoſt as 
Don as the confined Matter is let out: Such, 
therefore, as incline to ſuppoſe a Schirrous 
of a large Size to have no cancerous Ten- 
dency, merely on account of its not being 
diſcoloured, will in general find themſelves 
_ fatally deceived: for when a Schirrous be- 
comes diſcoloured, Ulceration quickly fol- 
lows, as the Diſcoloration for the moſt Part 
proceeds only from the extravaſated Juices, 
which gradually contract ſuch a Degree of 
Acrimony, as to erode the Teguments, and 
thereby produce an ulcerated Cancer. 
Schirrous and cancerous Tumours differ 

only in Degree; the former generally, and 
ſometimes ſpeedily, degenerating into the 
latter; when, according to ſome Writers,

lignant Virus, which is imbibed by the ab- 
ſorbent Veſſels, carried into the Circulation,

But plauſible as this Onion may Ginn 


it is ſurely very controvertible; for, ſuppo- 


ſing ſuch a putrid Contamination of the Maſs 


of Blood really to exiſt, it is natural to ex- 


pect, that its Effects would be viſible in the 
Portions of Blood, drawn by Phlebotomy 


from the unhappy Subjects of this Diſeaſe; 


whereas nothing is more true, than that in 
Perſons labouring under the moſt inveterate 
and moſt malignant Circumſtances of an ulce- 
rated Cancer, the Blood is, in general, found 
as firm in its Texture, and as well propor- 


tioned with reſpect to its Contents, as " 


thoſe who enjoy the moſt perfect Health. 
May it not therefore be, with more Prob 
bability, inferred, that the cancerous Hu- 
mour is a Virus, ſz Generis; that it is ori- 
ginally formed in the Glands, and that tlie 
lymphatic Veſſels are the immediate Inſtru- 
ments of its Circulation? May it not be 
reaſonably preſumed, that the morbid Mat- 
ter of an ulcerated Cancer is reabſorbed by 
thoſe Veſſels, and by them be carried and 
lodged in the 3 Glands, and 
from thence to thoſe more remote ? vis. 
from the Bacaſt to the * Se. from 
the 


the Lip to the Parotid, Maxillary, and ſome- 
times to the Inguinal Glands.” In Confir- 


mation of this Opinion it may be further 


obſerved, that nothing is more common, 


than, in the Caſe of an ulcerated Cancer of 


the Breaſt, after the Axillary Glands have 
been infected, to ſee the whole Arm diſ- 
tended to an enormous Size with clear tranſ- 
parent Lymph, flowing, at Intervals, in 

Streams, through the Pores of the Skin . 


* In Auguſt 1761, being deſired to ſee the Wife of 
Mr. Megus, a Wire-drawer, in Barnaby ſtreet, South- 

wark, then languiſhing with a miſerable Cancer: On 
inſpecting her Caſe, I found her tight Breaſt eat totally 


away by the Diſeaſe to Ribs; the Glands under the Arm 


alſo ulcerated, and the Arm itſelf ſwelled enormouſly to 
the Fingers Ends, inſomuch as to diſable her from bend- 


ing it; it appeared full of a tranſparent Humour, and 


ready to burſt; the other Breaſt ſchirrous and adherent, 
interſperſed : with numerous knotty Pimples, like ſmall 
Shot, under the Skin; ſhe was alſo greatly emaciated. 

declined meddling with a Caſe thus circumſtanced, and 
only recommended fomenting the Arm, and ufing com- 
mon Dreſſing to the Breaſt. A few Days after I was re- 
queſted again to call on her, as there had been a Diſcharge 
of Lymph from the Arm thro' the Pores, and the Skin 
above the Elbow, which continued to flow plentifully. I 
was ſollicitous, if poſſible, to diſcover the certain Quality 
of the cancerous Humour (an Object hitherto diſputable 

among both the Antients and Moles), To this Purpoſe 

T furniſhed myſelf with ſome of the Mineral and Vege- 
table Acids and Alkulies; then by catching the flowing 


Lymph in Tea Spoonfuls, I mixed each ſeparately with 


one of the above Menſtruums, but found no Ebullition, 


dut rather a neutral Appearance; a ſmall Efferveſcence was 
produced from Spr. Vitriol. but no Commotion from 


the alkaline Bodies, 
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By a Parity of Reaſoning, is it leſs impro- 


bable, that the morbid extravaſatad . Lymph : 5 


may as well in occult, as in ulcerated Can- 
cers, communicate its Virus to the neigh=- 
bouring Glands?/ That ſuch a Communica- 
tion does not leſs frequently happen in the 
former, than the latter State of cancerous 
Diſorders, Experience abundantly teſtifies. . 


This Hypotheſis ſeems to be conſiderably 


ſtrengthened by the Experiments of that in- 


genious and accurate Anatomiſt, Dr. Munro, 
Jun. of Edinburgh. According to which it 
appears, that the Lymphatics are a diſtin& 


_ « Syſtem of Veſſels, having no immediate 


« Connection with the Arteries and Veins, ' 
<« butariſing in ſmall Branches from all the 
Cavities and Cells of the Body, into which 
« Fluids are thrown ; and that their Uſe is 


'< toabſorb the whole, or the thinner Parts of 


* theſe Fluids, and reſtore them to the Maſs 
aof circulating Humours. — But the Proofs; 
* which gave me the greateſt Pleaſure and

If this Doctrine is 
true, there can be no great Wonder at the 
Failure of Succeſs in thoſe Preſcribers, who 
limit their Intention to the Correction of the 
Maſs of Blood, ſuppoſed to be contaminated 
by the cancerous Virus. 
Schirrous Tumours, that ior remained 
indolent for a confiderable Number of Years, 
are chiefly to be met with among elderly 
Women, when the Tumour does not ap- 
pear till Menſtruation has ceaſed. May not 
the inactive State of the Juices, and the Fla- 
eidity of the Glands at that Time, contribute 
to their Tranquility? But in young Perſons,

Cancers in the Breaſt are generally at- 


tended with more miſchievous Conſequences, 


and their Progreſs more rapid, than ſuch as 


are ſituated in Parts of a leſs delicate Struc- 


ture ; and one Breaſt having been long in a 


morbid State, frequently affects the other, 


in which Caſe the Cure is very uncertain. 


In theſe Maladies more eſpecially, the pro- 


bable Event may often be predicted from 
the Diſpoſition of the Patient: Thus the 
Dull, Melancholy, Peeviſh, and Paſſionate, 
are more difficult to be relieved, than the 


Lively, Chearful, Eaſy, and Placid. Even 


the Complexion of the Patient affords ſome 
uſeful, though not always certain Indica- 


tions of the State of the Juices, from whence

may be prognoſticned the Iflue of the Di- 
fade.

The late ingenious Mr. Girl, one of the 
Surgeons to St. Thomas's Hoſpital, often 
ſucceſsfully foretold Events, merely from 
the Countenance of the Patient; particularly 
in Women of a dark bilious Complexion, in 
whom Cancers generally prove the moſt in- 


veterate. In ſuch the hepatic, meſenteric, 


and other inteſtinal Glands, are many Times 
found ſchirrous, and ſometimes cancerous, 


and conſequently all human Attempts to ef- 


fect a Cure muſt then be in vain . 
Let me not be ſuppoſed to infer, that all 


Swellings or Indurations of the Breaſts are 


of a cancerous Nature; nothing is more 


common than for the Breaſts to ſwell, and 
become hard and 1 ne the Time 
of

of * P. in Silver-/treet, by the Deſire of the Phyſi- 


cian who attended her, in order to find out the Cauſe of 


Death. The Diſtemper was found to be a Schirrous of 


an irregular oblong Form, about the Length of four 
Inches, which was adherent to the Duodenum or Great 
Gut, immediately under the Opening of the Ductus 
Communis Cholidocus. 
- Alſo in another Inftance of a Lady at the Counteſs of 
Sad, the whole Abdomen appeared diſtended with a 
large, irregular, hard Subſtance. 
A Lady, at the Honourable Lady E— Ts, had a 
ſchirrous 'Fumour internally, adherent to the Perito- 
meum, which was very perceptible to the Touch. 

See alſo a very extraordinary Caſe of Miſs George, 
which I laid before the Royal Society, publiſhed in the 
| Philoſophical TranſaRions, You 49, Part the Iſt, 
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of Pregnancy and after Delivery: Theſe 
Tumours by only common: Applications are 
for the moſt Part eaſily roſolved, or brought 


to Maturation, and cured without much 


Difficulty. Though ſometimes from a Re- 
dundance, and a too long Retention of the 
Milk, Scirrhoſities are formed, eſpecially 


when, as is the too common Practice of 


Nurſes, reſtringent Topics are applied, with a 
View of repelling the Milk. An early Re- 
turn of the Menſes may relieve the Patient; 
otherwiſe theſe repellent Applications, by 


coagulating the Juices, may form Schirrho- 


ſities, which ſoon terminate in Cancers of 


the moſt dreadful Sort. 


It alſo frequently happens, that after Fe- 
vers, and ſome other Diſorders, critical Tu- 


mours appear in the Breaſts, as well as in 


other glandular Parts. Theſe are eaſily diſtin- 


guiſhable from ſchirrous and cancerous Tu- 


mours; the former proceed with great Ra- 


pidity, tlie Breaſt quickly grows larger, is 


greatly inflamed, becomes very painful, Mat- 
ter is ſpeedily formed, which being diſ- 
charged, the Cure, under proper Treatment, 
is in a ſhort Time effected. On the con- 
trary, the latter is generally more ſlow in 
its Progreſs, attended in the Beginning with 


little or no Pain, no external Appearance of 


Inflammation, but is more dangaroum] in its 


nene, | 
0's In 
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In the Breaſts are ſometimes found large 
indurated Tumours, which from the Touch, 
and every other correſpondent Circumſtance, 
appear to be perfectly ſchirrhous; never- 
theleſs, that they are ſometimes not ſo, is 
evident, in that, under a Courſe of merely 
reſolvent Applications, they have maturated, 
and been cured with as little Trouble as a 
common Abſceſs. Theſe Caſes, which in- 
deed are not very common, have impoſed on 
ſeveral; nor need I be aſhamed of owning 
myſelf to have been deceived by them, as 
ſome of the moſt eminent of the Profeſſion 


had pronounced them truly ſchirrons, and 


as ſuch had recommended Extirpation by the 
Knife, as the only Means of Relief *. 


From hence may be inferred the Pro- 


priety of preferring gentle Methods, while 
there is any tolerable Probability of Succeſs 
from them; but with this Conſideration, 
not to confide in them too much, nor to 
perſevere in the Uſe of them too long. If, 
after a reaſonable Trial of reſolvent Appli- 
cations, the Tumour does not grow ſofter, 
nor diminiſh in Size, a Continuance of them 
will be not only uſeleſs, but they may prove 


dangerous; the 'Tumour may become unfit 


for Extirpation, ſhould it be attempted. 
It is impoſſible to determine with any De- 
gree of Preciſion, how long an indurated 


Vid.

Some 
have remained long indolent ; and others 
have, in the Space of a few Months, been 
rendered incurable Cancers 8. | 

Schirrous and cancerous Tumours vary 
much in their Appearances. If in deſcri- 

bing theſe Varieties, I have taken the Li- 
berty to employ ſome Terms, that may not 
before have been applied to the Subject, let 2 
it not be imputed to Affectation, but to the. i 
Neceſſity of giving Appellations ſomewhat 2 
characteriſtical of their reſpective Diſtinc- 
tions. 

The common Shirts is generally of a 
of a ſpherical or oblong Form; its Surface 
convex, but different in Size, according to 

the Time of their Progreſſion; ſometimes 
their Situation laying very deep in the Breaſt, 

others approaching to the Superficies; ſome 
are ſmooth and even, others irregular and 
knotty; in ſome the Teguments ſhall be 
diſcoloured, and in others the Skin thall 
continue its natural Appearance. 

As ſecond Variety may, not improperly, 
be called the Conoidal Cancer, from its Re-

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Baſe; with its Apex uppermoſt. This Sort 
of Cancer is generally. of an unfavourable 
Kind; they, for the moſt part, commence! 
with an hard Lump at the very Bottom of 
the Breaſt, juſt over the Pectoral Muſcle, 
and conſequently rarely ſubmit. to Reſolu- 
tion, even in their earlieſt State; becauſe 
from the thick glandular Subſtance which 
covers them, they are in a great Meaſure 
inacceſſible to the Efficacy of the moſt pow- 
erful reſolvent topical Applications: They 


frequently adhere to the Muſcle, even in 


their Infant State, before they have arrived 
at any conſiderable Size, and, by Degrees 
extending their Baſis, grow up to a Point 


at the Nipple, where the Ulceration always 


begins. Cancers of this Kind are moſt com- 
mon in ſmall Breaſts; ſeldom in thoſe which 
are large. They are eaſily diſtinguiſhable as 
well by the Sight as the Touch. In Cancers 
of this Sort, the Conſequence of Extirpation 


is very uncertain; except early performed; 


ſeeing the Roots often penetrate through 
the intercoſtal; Muſcles, and being left be- 
hind, the Diſeaſe is apt to repullulate, and 
ſpeedily prove fatal: It is therefore to little 


Purpoſe to attempt Extirpation, when the 


Malady is far advanced; though my Me- 
thod bas ſucceeded in ſeveral of — Caſes 

when applied in Time. 
A third Variety may, not . be cha 
rakterized under the Title of the retracted 
| | L Cancer 
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Cancer, from the conſtant drawing back of 
the Integuments, ſometimes to the Center, 
and - ſometimes to the other Parts of the 
Breaſt. When this Retraction happens in 
the Center, the Nipple appears ſhrunk and 
depreſſed, not unlike that Part of a Melon 
where the Stalk grows. The common Schir- 
rus frequently alters to this retracted Form, 
antecedent to the State of Ulceration. 

In ſeveral Inſtances theſe Retractions com- 
mence from a ſmall indurated Gland, near 
the Bottom of the Breaſt, or upon the Pec- 
toral Muſcle, whereby the Integuments are 
drawn down ſo tight to the Ribs, that the 
Breaſt appears as if a large Portion of it had 
been taken away; at the ſame Time only a 
ſmall Schirroſity, of the Size of a ſmall But- 
ton, is perceivable; and though the circumja- 
cent Parts appear not in the leaſt indurated 
nor diſcoloured, yet they are perfectly ad- 
herent and immoveable. 

Theſe Retractions are moſt frequently 
met with in large Breaſts, where the Schir- 
rus has Room to expand itſelf: Hence the 
whole glandular Subſtance of the Brealt, 
with the Integuments, becomes ſpongy, are 
drawn down and connected with it, and 
rendered perfectly cancerous. By this Time, 
if not ſooner, the axillary Glands betray ma- 
nifeſt Signs of their participating of the Di-

| Retracted Cancers are ſometimes ſeen 


among Women of ſmall Breaſts; theſe 
quickly adhere to the Ribs immoveably. It 


Was a conſiderable Time before I attempted 


the Cure of ſuch, from the general Opinion 
that it was impracticable, under the Cir- 
cumſtance of Adheſion; but the Events 
of ſome Caſes have ſince happily convinced 
me to the contrary x. 


- The Superficies of the Breaſt often, before 


the Ulceration begins, appears knotty, and 
full of little hard Pimples; a certain Indi- 


cation that the ſmall lymphatic Glands are 


likewiſe contaminated from the ſubjacent 


Cancer: An Eroſion of the Skin, and a Diſ- 
charge of thin acrimonious Lymph ſucceeds, 
which never fails producing, in a ſhort Space 
of Time, a ſpreading Cancer of the moſt in- 
veterate Kind. It not unfrequently hap- 
pens, that, previous to theſe Retractions, 
and any Appearance of Induration or Swel- 
ling, there iſſues from the Nipples of ſome 
Patients a thin ſerous Diſcharge, which by

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_ Theſe retracted Cancers ſeldom appear in 
any Parts except the Breaſts and the Ax- 
illa. The Method of treating them is the 
ſame as in other Cancers. But when in a 
large Breaſt the Whole is entirely hard, 
and immoveably fixed, the Opportunity of 
2 effecting a Cure is irretrievably loſt, and 
1 theys is the utmoſt Reaſon to fear, that all 
Attempts, even to palliate, will be fruit-

There are ſome Cancers of the Breaſts, 
which, when they adhere to the ſubjacent 
Parts, have no Appearance of Retraction, 
but ſeem quite flat, as if the Breaſt was 
preſſed to the Ribs. It is obſervablein theſe 
Caſes, that the Indurations extend even be- 
yond the Circumference of the Breaſt both 
above and below, but more particularly to- 
Ward the Side, upon the Serratus Major An- 
= ticus Muſcle, and the Axilla. Theſe Cancers 
always appear of Copper-colour, and when 
they begin to ulcerate ſoon ſpread and affect 
the Glands under the Arm, ſo as to impede 
the Motion of the Arm. The Miliary 
Glands appear inflamed with little Tu- 
| bercles diſperſed about them, which like- 
wiſe become very painful, and by Degrees 
form obſtinate Sores; the Cheſt ſeems con- 
tracted, and Reſpiration grows difficult. 
This State affords no Proſpect of a radical 
Cure; to keep the Ulcer as clear and free 
e D | from 
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Goods the intolerably fetid Diſcharge, and 
to alleviate the excruciating Pain of the un- 
happy Sufferer, is all that Gan be ee 
from Medicine. 

Thus far the different nk A ppea- 
rances of Schirri and Cancers, antecedent 
to their Exulceration, haye been principally 


confidered. The Manner of their Progreſs 


to the latter very deplorable State, which 
may properly be called the laſt Stage of the 
Diſeaſe, is deſcribed in my Gn Eſſay, 
P. 36, 37. But as Cancers in their ulcerated 
State exhibit a no leſs Variety of Appea- 
ranges, than before the Diſunion of the Te- 
ments, it cannot be deemed inconſiſtent 
with the Deſign of this Publication to parti- 


cularize a few of their moſt remarkable * 5 
verfities. 


In fins ain Vier- i8 dry, Anse and 
hollow, accompanied with a yellowiſh Slough | 
at the Bottom; the Diſcharge ſanious, oily, 
and extremely offenſive to the Smell; the 
Edges of a bright Red, hard and painful ;

and has proved, in ſome. Inſtances, preju-

times cannot be reſtrained by any Applica- 
tion; even before any Separation of the 
Slough can be effected, the greateſt Part, if 
not the whole, of the Breaſt, appears over- 
ſpread with it, as in a Mortification of any 
other Part of the Body, nor have the moſt 
approved antiſeptic Medicines been found of 
much avail in theſe Caſes: The Diſcharge 
in ſuch i is always thin and watery, and the 
Stench, if poſſible, more offenſive, than in 
either of the above deſcribed ulcerated Can- 
cers: The previous Symptoms are violent 
Inflammation and painful Throbbings in the 
Part, an high Pulſe, univerſal Reſtleſſneſs, 
obſtinate 79 fubborn Coſtiveneſs, 
and ſometimes Convulſions in the Extre- 
mities; the laſt Symptom always portends 
the utmoſt Danger, and is frequently fatal. 
The Progreſs of theſe Cancers is comm

acquainted with them, wall ſcarce ſcruple to 
ſubſcribe-to' the Opinion af thoſe Writers, 
who. have aſſerted a Cancer to be in the 
Glands, what a Caries. is in the Bones, and 
a Gangrene in the fleſhy Parts.

Cancers in the Lips, in particular, are 
more liable to theſe Accidents than many 
others, if their Cure be not early and pro- 
perly attempted. When the maxillary, pa- 
rotid, or ſublingual Glands happen to be 
conſequentially affected by the cancerous 
Virus, the Cure is at beſt e ee 0 if not 
impracticable k.

Cancers of the Pye-lids ſeldom affect tho

Senſibility. Nevertheleſs, the Cure of Can- 
cers in theſe Parts, under timely and proper 
Management, is ſeldom attended with much 
Difficulty, The ſame may, in general, be 


ſaid of 7 thoſe cancerous Complaints, 
which affect the external Parts of the Face, 


as the Noſe, Lips, &c. which often pro- 


ceed from ſome trifling Accident; as a 
Pimple, Chop, Scratch, or Tetter, irritated 


by improper Applications, and often by the 
Impatience of the Patient. Theſe —— 
have been commonly diſtinguiſhed by the 
Title of Noli me tungere: The Margin of

Redneſs; they bleed upon almoſt the ſlighteſt 
Touch ; but more conſiderably upon the

But to return to my profeſſed Parpoſe' I. 
mean, to the Conſideration of ſuch other 
morbid Affections, as are peculiar to the 
Breaſt. It has been before obſerved, that 


this delicate Part is ſubject to ſeveral Diſor- 
ders, which, though not originally ſchir- 


rous or cancerous, may become ſo by Neg- 
lect or improper Management, and which 
have ſometimes been miſtaken for ſuch, even 
by very judicious Practitioners. Some of 
theſe Caſes have been already ſlightly men- 
tioned; nevertheleſs, as theſe Complaints 
vary both in their Appearances 'and Conſe-

Nor, it is to be feared, are -theſe dreadful 
Apprehenſions alleviated by many of thoſe 
who are conſulted upon theſe Occaſions, 
ſeeing ſome have not heſitated to declare 
theſe Diſorders cancerous. 

Inſtances of this Kind frequently offer to 
me; very lately a Patient“ informed me, a 
very reſpectable Practioner, but a few Days 
before I was conſulted, pronounced the Caſe 
to be a Cancer, recommended Amputation 
of the Breaſt, and the Operation to be per- 
formed as ſoon as poſſible, for that there 
was no Time to be loſt. However, ſhe 
could not be prevailed upon to ſubmit to 
the Operation ; and in a ſhort Time after- 
wards experienced an effectual Cure, with- 
out any diſagreeable Circumſtances, under 

my Directions. The like Succeſs I have 
had in other Caſes of the ſame Sort, 
ſome of which had been of ſeveral Vears 
Duration, and had baffled the Endeavours 
of the moſt eminent in the Profeſſion.

Having before taken Notice of thoſe 
Tumours, that are merely inffammatory, 
to which the Breaſts are liable from a Variety 
of internal Cauſes and external Accidents, 
it will be almoſt needleſs to advertiſe the j ju- 

dicious Practitioner of the Propriety of i in- 

viting the contained Matter, as ſoon as it 
is certainly diſcovered, by every proper 
Means, to the Superficies, in order to its 
moſt ſpeedy Diſcharge by ſome convenient 
Aperture; otherwiſe the Matter, by being 
too long confined, will be apt to inſinuate 
itſelf deeper, and enlarge, or, perhaps, mul- 
tiply the containing Cavities, whefeby the 
Cure may be prone perplexed and 'conhde- N 
rably retarded. 

At the ſame Time it is an e ually- bel , 
fary Caution, not to attempt opening theſe 
Abſceſſes before the Matter is perfectly di- 
geſted; ſeeing, in the latter Caſe, the Ulcer 
appears crude, and is difficult to heal; the 
Cavity contracts a Degree of Hardneſs, and 
* leaves an indurated unſound Bot- 

tom,

The ſame Obſervations are eppliciMe to 
Abſceſſes in all other glandular Parts, which,

much more troubleſome, as theſé Sinuſes,

Among other morbid Affections it is pet 
uncommon. to meet with conſiderable Col- 
lections of Water in the Breaſts.

Removal of it, and the ſooner it is performed, 
the greater are . the Hopes of a radical 
Cure ; whereas from the contrary Opinion 
of ſome of the Profeſſion, who adviſe leaving 
theſe Caſes alone to Nature, or the fimple 
Application of a Hare Skin or Flannel, 
it moſt frequently happens, from a Variety 
of Cauſes, natural or otherwiſe, (mentioned

rous State, and thereby infecting the-neigh- 
bouring Glands, alters its Condition from 
being local, to that of becoming univerſal 
throughout the whole Habit, and in ſuch a 
State it ſeldom or ever admits of Cure. 
This Diſeaſe is peculiar in its Conſe- 
quences from manyothers; for Example, the 
Amputation of a Limb, in the laſt Extremity, 
froma Diſeaſe or Accident, often accompliſhes 
the Cure; but the ſame Operation on a cance- 
rous Breaſt, under deſperate Circumſtances, 
ſcarcely admits even the Hope of Succeſs. 
That there are many Inſtances of ſchirrous 
Tumours continuing without ill Effects is 
certain; but every ſuch Caſe ſhould be care- 
fully attended to, leaſt an unfavourable 
Change ſhould follow, which is far more
